The fori'f,-oiii^ description, recently 
outlined is the position of the armies 
and -the selieiiie of defeiiee and attack.

In -some places the Russian ;^iiiis ap- 
j)tiired to be arranged in tiers, two or 
three 'batteries lieinu placed one above 
tlie other.

(.'lusters of white shraimel smoke 
broke out lit fully around some Japan- 
ese ijositioiis in the nionntains and then 
drilled slowly away, showing' that often 
two or three batteries upon either .side 
wero pitted against one another. 

The nearer ridges of the mountains 
and the edge of the plain were con- 
stantly dotted with .sudden flashes of 
white smoke from exploding shells, and 
the sound that came to thp ears of ob- 
sei vei M was as a continnous rumble of 
thuiKh'r. varied l>y sticccssions of sharp 
peals as two or throe bntterles united 
and tired together.

Oku's Artillery Fire the Most 
Severe Concentration 
Ever Seen; ' • 



LondoivSept. 9.— What is termed Ja- 
panese • "jmpent'trablo silence," reduces 
jblngltsh comment ou the events at the 
scat ol war to a miuiumiu. Buglisli 
oriLics forecast au impending great bat- 
tle at Miikdcn or in that vicinity. The 
Daily Tele^'rapli believes tliat CJeiieral 
Kuropatluii, "owing to perils ol his 
ri^arguard, or tlio . prostration of bis 
troopx, lias pausiHl in liis retreat and 
turne<l for battle," while the Standard 
thinks a battle is now in pro.^'ross. 

The Times' correspondent; witli the 
Japanese army sends a long narrative 
of the battle of Liaoyaug, in wliieli lie 
says : "The casualties of the Japanese 
in live days were not less than 10,000. 
It is impossible to «stimate the ICussiau 
losses, which probably; are half those of 
the Japanese. My estimate of the latter 
does not include the tenth division of 
Kuroki.'" 

The correspondent refers to General 
Oku's attack as one of the most severe 
concentrated artillery tires the world has 
ever seen. Every gun belonging to the 
whole of the Japanese corps was con- 
centrated in rapid fire on the left of 
Kuropatkin's position. 

"We bad evidence tliat I^iaoyang 
would be abandoned, bnt it seemeo cer- 
tain that, tliongli defeated and forced by 
suiierior numbers and superior artillery. 
,.^nd, to some extent, by better troops, 
' £uc6patkin had in return feared Japan- 
ese strategy. 

"T^at • eyenlhg ,thc remaining Rus- 
.«ians in the.trenphes shelled the Japan- 
ese, but th^ -iron-iainded Oku, little 
treckoning that his fierce assaults had 
Jtlready cost close on 20,000 men, de- 
.tcrmined upon a final encounter on this 
rearguard. 

"The last reserves were pushed in

most severe fighting the world has seen 
since the American civil war. The Ja- 
panese army seized the railway bridge 
iind was in occupation of Liaoyaug."

■ St. Petersburg, Sept. S.— A Iliissian 
correspondent describing the fight at 
Liaoyaug says: "Only the Russian sol- 
diers traditional splendid quiilities en- 
abled them to support the tcrrjble conili- 
tions of wliicb the lack of ;'i?e!i was the 
most unbearable. The .Japfuese avail- 
ed tlieiiiselvcs to the ntino.-.-t of rain and 
darkness and did not cease tigiiting, their 
night attai'ks testing Ilnssian endur- 
ance severely. The Japanese snITered 
terribly, but made light of their losses. 
They continually dratted fresh reserves 
into the ranks to replace their wornout 
men. 

"Indeed the numerical superiority of 
the Japanese is ustouuding and else- 
where to form a perfoet army, their ef- 
fective strength appears oidy to in- 
crease, and they still are concentratiug 
fr.'sh bodii's of troop.s on Liaoyaug. 

"The battlelield was a perfiH't infer- 
no. (Jeneral Stakelherg was wounded, 
but despising death ho remained iiniiiov- 
able at his imst thronglioiil the day re- 
gardless of till' rain of shell uronnd him. 
Several oiliecrs of his staff were kilied 
or wounded. In the cveiuug General 
Stakelherg notified General Kuropatkin 
that he could bold the position or take 
I be offensive if necessary.

It was the (inestion of a wage 
scale for this class of men that brought 
about the strike, the packers refusing 
to sign an agreement with any class 
other than skilled workmen. 

During the strike approximately 53,- 
000 men have been Involved, and tho 
struggle is estimated to have cost tho 
men about .^5.100,000 in wages, as 
against a loss of about .?7,r)00,000 to the 
packers. The greatest number of men 
idle in Chicago during the strike was 
20,000, and the total in the country 
outside this city is estimated to be 
about tho same.

Nl'iW MKTHOD OF EXTRACTING cherry 
GOLD. 

The procefs of gold extraction which 
has been put in practice, in Italy by 
the Helgiau clieniist Body is awakening 
great interest among uietallurgists. A 
few years a.go, the Knglish geologist 
Morse and others observed tliut whore- 
ever there were placers of free_^gold 
there was also to be found in the 
neighborhood a source of cuinliined gold 
in a volcanic matrix wliieh was niucli 
richer in the iiielal. ..Tliis theory has 
ju.sl been eoiitirnied in a striking man- 
ner by .M. P.oily. The iirocess which he 
is iioiv using in Italy is in reality only 
tlie gi'ologieal synthesis of the fonna- 
tioii of alluvia, and coiitirms the theory 
wliicli attribiiies till.' forniiitioii of the 
placers to volcanic action. 

The process is based, not upon the 
cHininaiiiMi of sulplujr, but upon its ad- 
dition; although this seems in coutra- 
ilielioii to the present metallurgical pro- 
cesses, the lesnlt is said to be reiiiark- 
i'.lile. and tlii' output of Lrnid nlilained 
in tills way gre,-itly exi-eeds that which 
is given by the usual processes, 'i'lie 
method is louiiileil on the |iolysiilpIinra- 
■|i<ui v.-li:ch is o'ntained by chemically 
diMiiggrcgiaing the mi.xture by means of 
special .'snlts, under the influence of a 
temperature which does -not exceed a 



red. Tlie proi'cs.s Is relatively 
(irt, the gold being removed from iis 
most stable coinpoiiiids. At the I'ied- 
niont works, where the process is now 
employed, it costs only $2 or .'jii! to treat 
a toil of ore, It should be remarked 
that the now process is not an extrac- 
tion of the gold, properly speaking, but 
a process of transforming the pyrites, 
which is so dilllcult to treat, into a pro- 
ducCvWliicli can be worked iu the or- 
dinary Avay. As gold-bearing pyrites 
exists in great quantities iu nature, the 
new process is likely to prove of great 
value. -v

BIRDCAGE WALK. 

Piiblic opiuion across James Bay is 
becoming aoinewliat aroused over the 
subject of the ■extension' of Birdcage 
Wallc from Jiicliigau to Toronto Street, 
eomuMiling Birdcage "Wallc with Carr 
•Street. The subject is not a new one. 
It was before the council sorcral years 
.ago and tlie Colonist at that time 
strongly ndvocatoJ the carrying out of 
this iniprovonient, whicii, the longer 
is delayed, the more it will cost the 
•city- We have a . case in point in tlie 
extension of Douglas .Street which 
now lieing carried D\it. Some years 
ngi) the iiroperty necessary to be ap 
propriatcd for the purpose could have 
been obtained for a few hundred dol 
lars. It i!i now costing several tliousand 
dollar.s. Matters of tliis kind sliould 
not be determined upon some senli 
ineittal considerations, ibut upon the 
jnorits of the case in relation to the iu- 
terosts of the community at large. 



Company in connection wltli the BUo- 
dosian Field Force, there Is the aum of 
$SCO,000 that has never been accouutefl 
for. On one occasion 990 mules were 
shipped from Now Orleans, 158 of them 
died on the voyage, while the remaining 
Sil cannot bo traced beyond Bira, 
where they are reported to have ar- 
rived.

he, like many others of Mr. Gladstone's 
jjidmirtrs, disagreed with him. Mr. Gold- 
win Smith' \Vas brought in contact with 
Mr. r;i:;dstoue .a good deal in a social 
a.< iv.'il as a politiral way, and wo are 
infiirnied that a considerable part of his 
-monograph will bo di'Votcd t<i iieisimai 
' iTOCoIleetions and to a < ritii isni of Mr. 
Gladstone's literary work. Of course, 
Mr. .lohu Morley's "liife of Gladstone" 
will probably continuo to be the stand- 
ard work regarding the political side of 
■GhuLstone's career, and in that rcsp( 
it may be regarded as monumental, but 
be treats very little of Mr. Ghulstoii 
from a social jioint of view, and is not 
J i.^l', Ijiograplier of tlie slamlanl tyjie.

A FUEL OIL PROBLEM. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of a re- 
cent issue has an article ou the fuel oil 
problem 'Suggested by present condi- 
tions in the production of oil which is 
taking the place of coal for fuel pur- 
'poses. It is stated that tho indepen- 
dent well owners in the San Joaquin 
Valley have decided to combine for mu- 
tual protection and to form n phiu to 
market their product at a price which 
would pay a margin of profit. .Vhe 
object of the fombination ix to emanci- 
pate its members from tho Standard 
and Association Oil Companies, which 
have entered into a conii)act to control 
tho market of the output of tho Kern 
Uivor and neighboring oil- fields. These 
largo companies claim that there is 
over production and that the market 
is over stocked. It is regarded as .sig- 
nificant that they have arbitrarily 
placed a rate of 12^! cents per barrel 
on the output of these fields in tho 
San Joaciuin A'alley wliicli depend on 
the rallroails and tlie standard pilie 
line for the transportation to tidewater. 
Tho Chrouiclo argues that if there is 
an over production of crude oil, the 
problem to solve is that of increasing 
the consumption, and says that a solu- 
tion is party suggested by the export 
of a barge- load of 15,000 barrels to 
Vancouver, B. C, for tho use of tho 
sugar reiinery, which has changed it.s 
furnaces into oil burners. It is inter- 
esting to note in this connection that 
a correspondent of the Nauaimo Her- 
ald thinks that the way to offset the 
importation of cheap oil into British 
Columbia for tho purpose of rephu.'ing 
coal is for the consumers of sugar to 
lioycott the sugar refinery.' This.is by 
the way. Our San Francisco contem- 
porary comments on the fact that A'an- 
couver is situated in a .wood and coal 
producing territory as suggestive of tho 
possibilities of expanding the • market 
lor iCaliforuia oil.'

The cheapness of 
the product, it says, has enabled" many 
of tho manufacturers which were for- 
merly handicapped by the lack of cheap 
fuel to successfully compete with East- 
ern manufacturers in tlie making of 
goodis which uvero formerly 'supplied 
hy tliu Kaslern centres. It says : 

"Besides, there are opportunities of- 
fered to enterprising property owners 
liere to encourage the development of 
manufacturing by erecting and speei- 
iilly eijuipping buildings in which a 
multitude u£ .>m;ill iiulustries may be 
(luarlered, all drawing iiower Iruin ,i 
coniinon generator operated on tin; 
premises. The problem of what shai: 
we do with our cheap fuel cauuot re- 
main long unsolved." • 

In this connection iitlention may be 
called to the fact that if the oil fields 
in British Columbia now being develop- 
ed prove to be fruitful, wu shall have 
no use for tho further importation of 
oi: for fuel in this Province. The bor- 
ing at Stevesuui has HOW reached a 
thuiisiind iciL ill deiith, and v.-e may 
look forward to have the result of thu 
instalhilion uf more machinery foi that i 
purpose of an early determination of 
llio cliaracter of that district 
a iio.<silile oil prodilci'r.

With the replacement 
of I'oai by oil for fuel comes the in- 
ci-eased demand for < oal for coke ia 
lh> operation ul tlie smelling industries. 
Then again, the How of oil, like that 
o' natural gas, is uncertain. It may 
cease to How in tiuantity when thu 
world will return again to the coal 
deposits.

It is perhaps duo to those Improved ' con- 
dltlona that the movcmrint from 'tho farm 
to the city, so iironounccd during tho last 
two decades of tho past century, Urst 
eeaaoil for a time and then began to set 
the other way, According to recent stat- 
istics, this Is true. It Is further noted that 
those who are returning to agricultural 
pursuits heloiig to the nion.' tluifty and 
Intelligent class. 'J'he titadcncy In all 
movements Is to recede from tlie extreme 
that Is created by tho ilrst Impulse and 
to equalize conditions, tUe balance of which 
was disturbed. Tho movement from the 
farm to the city was no exception to this 
rale. (Jrcatly as It was deplored at tlie 
time, and disastrous as It proved In many 
hullvldnal cases, ' It was, upon the whole, 
heuellclal, amd can hardly fall to result In 
ua Increase because an Intelligent love for 
country life and the wholesome opportuni- 
ties that It otters to iutolllgcut Industry.

B. C, Construction Co. Get Work 
of Putting in tlie Big 
Foundations. 



Mayor BarnariL yesterday received the 
welcome intelligence, coutained in a 
telegram from It. ilarpole, general su- 
perintendent of the Western division of 
the C, 1'. It., that tho contract for tlie 
construction of the foundations of tlie 
bif tourist hotel to be erected on the 
James bay llats, had beeu awarued to 
the B. C. Ceneral Contract Co., of 
Victoria, who had submitted the lowest 
tender. It is understood that the con- 
tract price is in the neighborhood o£ 

Work will be started at ouco and 
pushed to an early completion. Tho B, 
C. General Contract Co. is a branch 
o£ tho Puget Sound- Bridge and.Dredg- 
iug Co., incorporated in this province. 
A special plant -will .be brought over 
from Seattle. This will include a big 
dredge for tho excavating work, several 
pik' drivers and other machinery. 

It is estimated that 23,000 cubic 
yards of filling will bo removed. Alto- 
gether about OO.OUU yards of tilling is 
needed, so that the oxcavutlon will re- 
duce tills to li5,000 yards. The dredge 
-Mudlark has deposited about 5^000 
yards outside the wall, and there should 
be no dilllculty in obtaining tho remain- 
ing 15,000 yards. The B. 0. General 
Contract Co. will be required to pay 
duty ' on any. plant brought from Se- 
attle.

DOING GOOD BUSINESS. 

Seattle-Alaskan Despatches Daily In- 
cvcasiiig Over Xew Cable. 

l''rom tlie first there hiis lieeii a good 
voluiiK-' ot luisiiiess oii the newly- 
opened Alaskan cable, which {■onnects 
Si'attle with Sitka, .Iniieaii nnd Skag- 
way, says the Seattle Times. Sergt. 
Patterson, of tlie signal corps, in 
charge of the transmission of di.'spatclies 
in tlie Seattle olllce, ostiniates that the 
receipts of 'the lino, at tho tour sta- 
tions, are fully $100 a day. This is 
a good siiowing, in view of the, fact 
that a great amount of gOTernment busi- 
ness, on which no tolls are collected, is 
constantly passing back and forth over 
the cable. 

Scrgt. I'atterson finds that in tlio eight 
days since the line has been o])eii for 
private messages, the Senltle olllce has 
liandled about desiiatelies. Ot 

these ]•!(» were received and the rest 
sent. Tho great hulk of the messages 
received aro from .Tuneau, witli a small 
proportion from Skagway and a few 
from Sitka. 

About half of these messages are for 
delivery in this city, tlio other half be- 
ing scattered all over the country, and, 
not a few being cable messages which 
go on from Seattle to Jjondou nnd Ber- 
lin. 

Of the messages sent north on tlio 
Alaskan cable, the proportion from tliis 
city itself is about one-liiiir. The rest 
come into the local olllce from all points 
in America and I'^urope, a large proiior- 
tioii coiiiiiii,' from \'aiicouver, B. C. 

The business of the olllce seems t» 
show a slight lint steady increase daily,' 
duo to the increasing knowledge of the 
exisleneo and usefulness ot tho line 
among tho business men all over the 
j country. Tho great projiortion of the 
'messages sent nud received by tho busi- 
nt!ss men of this city is coueliisivo proof 
ot the centrnlizatiou in Seattle of the 
trade between' Alaska and the mainland 
of the United States.

Mr. Arthur Itobortson for the aceiiseil, 
and Mr. T. E. I'ooley for the (Janie 
1'rotc.ftive Association. 

ilr. ,T. Kitliet was the first witness 
called. lie deposed lliat he was one 
■<jf a party who canipeil at Fidfcu'd har- 
lior on the .'itst tilt. Near their camp 
was another camp occupied by the ac- 
cused. This party, had one tent aud 
wituess freut'cldse to'it.'He saw a deer 
Imiiging near the tent and also a num- 
ber of grouse hanging to some trees 
close ' by. There were no other peo- 
ple about. the place except tlie witness' 
party and the accused. It was a wild 
district where people went for shooting 
or fisliing. He had approached the 
birds, which were fresh. They might 
have been shot two or three days be- 
fore li(> saw then).

To 
one of the tJohns he made a rennirk 
about shooting birds out of season, He 
could not remember what reply was 
made to Inm. He identilied the four ac- 
cused as the occtipants of tiio tent. 

Mr. F. A. (iowen depo.sed that lie 
was one of the party with Mr. Ilithet 
at Fulford harbor on the 31st. He saw 
the camp occupied by the accused and 
tho .ct^rcasa of a deer and some twenty 
or more grouse hanging on tlie trees near 
their tent. Ho saw no other camp in 
the vicinit.v. Ho had not examined the 
grouse closely, but they appeared to lie 
in good condition, and liad probably 
iH-r-n killed ilb'.nit two days or so. '.("he 
oatnp looked like .1 Iiunling camp. lie 
hiid "iiassed tho time f't day"' to Mr.

As reported In yesterday's Colonist, 
the ' Scottish, ship' Falklaiidoaiik arriveil 
in , Royal Roads \\'^odnesday night in 
toW of tlio tag Lome, IdS days from 
(Glasgow. Tills morning she was brought 
up to the outer wharf and has com- 
menced discharge of her cargo, one 
thousand toas of which is for Victoria, 
consigned to Messrs. R. I*. Uitliet & 
Co. After' completing discharge here 
tlie I'\ilklaiulbank will proceed to Van- 
euiivor, where the remainder of her 
cargo will be unloaded. It was a mis- 
take -of tiie Kow 'i.'ork Maritime llegis- 
ter in printing that the ' Faiklandbank 
was taking cargo to Tacoiua. All her 
freight is for Victoria and 'N'^ancouver, 
but she wid load for the United King- 
dom probably at Tacoiua. 

Tlie Faiklandbank is one of the fa- 
mous "Bank" .line of Glasgow, and a 
good example of the Clyde sailing 
niodi'l, whicli has been . so faitlifully 
copied by evei'y shipbuilding yard in 
the world, to the great improvement of 
the mercantile sailer. The Falkland- 
ibank is commanded by Captain >1. A. 
Itobbins, a iN'uva Scotian, of the true 
salt water type, aud he is proud of his 
tine vessel. The voyage out, he said to 
the Colonist shipping reporter yester- 
day afternoon, was unmarked by any 
incident of particular interest, ^o foul 
weather was met with, ■ but calm* aud 
variable winds delayed the ship some- 
what in the Southern Pacilic waters 
along the coast." There was no sickness 
and not an accident all the way; the 
crew ibehaved in an exemplary man- 
ner, aud altogether the voyage was a 
puasant one lliroiighout. 

Few sailing ships tnat come to A'ic- 
toria are so comfortably or so liaud- 
Koniely htted up as this crack Glasgow 
craft. The captain's (]uarters are ele- 
gant and snug, while being amply com- 
modious for all Ills wants. Oil" his 
stateroom is a beautifuiy lilted bath- 
room with every accessory of comfort. 
The stateroom is^iidorncd with photos 
of members of tlie captain's family and 
■of many friends,' 'besides other jpic- 
tures, and to 'while, away 'the tedium 
that falls far at sea when sails are 
limp and the fo'csle is whistling for, "a 
hreeze, he has a tine new pattem 
phonograph and forty records Of .'all 
the choicest music. This instrument 
was a source of endless pleasure to 
the captain and Ids olliccrs on the long 
Voyage.
